EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

This is an examiner's amendment with a notice of allowability. 

• Claims 1 and 3-5 have been cancelled. 

• Claims 2 and 6-14 are pending and allowed with the 
amendment below. 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should 
the changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an 
amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a 
telephone interview with D. Dennison on 28 July 2010. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
For the claims : 

Claim 14, line 8: amend to read --the cogging piece (1) is 
provided with upper and lower lateral (4at, 4bt, 7at, 7bt) 
surfaces formed on respective upper and lower axial projections 
that extend from respective upper and lower laterally inclined 
surfaces, said axial projections configured to abut an end 
surface of one of the log constructional elements in the 
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installed position, said upper and lower axial (5at, 5bt, 6at, 
6bt) inclined surfaces extending between said axial projections, 
said lateral and axial surfaces taken in relation-- 

With the above amendments, claims 2 and 6-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: the prior art or record fails to disclose either 
alone or in combination the cogging piece and how it interacts 
with the log members. To modify the prior art to achieve the 
claimed invention would constitute impermissible hindsight. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to 
avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
